I think Sprague ' 3 estimate 
of the maximum time between the laat frame of this movie and the first shot 
as speculated by the Commission ms about 7 seconds, Thin j., hordly enough time for 
even the beet nr; r toman to get in piece, got hin target in hio telcsconic eight 
(which requires much more time then open sights) and then squeeze hi a 'shot off. 
Particularly la this true with the tree between him end his Intended victim. 

The actual film does* pst the 
reports indicate, show the entire building. Kr.ro, it. shows all of Henley Plsve 
toward Esin St.* whore -“Martin wan standing, end much of the oast side of Houston.

The men. ho calls d, oa I 
recall, Kaygood, actually had to have teen another of tho uncalled police witnesses, 
Jock won, sho seetas to have disappeared, Beverly ^rtsnaon bon done «ci excellent study 
of this for rt-e, 1 turned it sll ever to Sprague, I think Tink «lso involve ’ Hargis 
in tills, that Hargis ao said and wen simply wrong. If J nekaon eon U>- located, 
perhaps ho also should bo a witness. There hod to be done reason for keeping him 
under wraps whoa ho was so close to the Presidential car (I think he y/oc one of 
the right flankers, with ffhoney) end they were no anxious to show there we? no 
one on tho knoll, Ho* there is hesnrd in the uso of the suppressed pictures, 
eud that hazard Is accuracy.

so olten and persistently (oven now, f understand, as recently as Saturday) 
represented by those t ’as re now should bo no res on to trust ot fill.
